To-day's Preceedings in the Trial of the 
Murderer. . 
Wasurneorton, January 4. 

This morning some delay was 
caused in the proceedings of the court 
while Scoville was prepariog un affida- 
vit. 

Guiteau said— This is a good time 
to make a speech, but I promised 
Marshal Henry I would keep quiet to- 
day and I will try and do so. 

Having subscribed to the affidavit 
Scoville read it. Iteets forth that the 
afliant is sole counsel for the prisoner. 
That the prisoner has been in sucha 
state of mind that he bas been unable 
to render any assistance or suggest the 
names of any witnesses, and that coun- 
sel, since closing the case, learned the 
names of certain witnesses who can 
testify to material facts of defense. 

After giving the names of the wit- 
nesses and briefly stating what he ex- 
pected to prove, Scoville moved to be 
allowed to introduce this new evi- 
dence. 

Judge Cox inquired if counsel de- 
sired to be heard on the motion. 

Corkhill—T hardly think anything 
need be said on the motion to intro- 
duce this evidence, 

Colonel Reed addressed the Court 
in favor of the motion. He felt sure 
the American people would not be- 
grudge this justice. He glowingly 
complimented Scoville. 

Davidge denied that there was any 
prevedent for reopening the case, and 
that it would be scandalous, 

Scoville replied at great length and 
detailed the har’ships and difficulty 
under which the defense had labored 
in the preparation cf their case. It 
was almost impossibie to get witnesses 
to come here for the defense, for they 
were compelled t» be satisfied with 
$1.25 per diem, regular witness fee, 
while the Government came here with 
every witoess required, and every one 
of them plainly showed by their evi- 
dence that they expected full pay for 
their services, and many of them are 
still here waiting to see the result of 
their endeavors to hang the prisoner 
but fortunately for him and the cause 
of justice, your Honor and this jury 
stand between him and the gallows. 

J. C. Brooks, Chief of the Treasury 
Secret Service, was called by Scoville. 
He visited the prisoner the night of 
the shooting. He was very angry at the 
witness for disturbing his rest at night. 
The witness reproved him as a mur- 
derer. The prisoner said be was no 
murderer, but a Christian gentleman; 
that the act was a political necessity, 
for the good of the country, and that 
the witness being a Stalwart could ap- 
preciate why he did it; that he had 
thought it over, prayed over the mat- 
ter for six weeks, and became convide- 
ed that the President must go by his 
hand, 

Scoville introduced a letter written 
by Scoville’s father, in which he ex- 
pressed the belief that the prisoner 
was insane. 

Guiteau sneeringly and insultingly 
reproved Scoville for introducing this, 
and said he could get plenty of ex- 
perts to testify that he was as crazy 
as a loon, but he wouldn't give a cent 
for expert testimony. 

Scoville said he would take a little 
time fur the proper preparation of 
this part of the cose. Davidge said 
the proseetitios had alteaily prepared 
their statement of law points upon 
which they would rely, and he would 
be pleased to give the defense the ben- 
efit of them. He then called as fol- 
lows: First the legal test of the re- 
sponsibility where insanity is set up 
as the defense for an alleged crime, 
and whether the accused at the time 
of committing the act alleged, knew 
the difference between right and 
wrong io respect to such’act, and in 
the present case if the accused knew 
what he was doing was contrary to the 
law of the land he is responsible.

good of the American people, and was 
divinely inspired; but such convic- 
tion, even if it really existed, could 
not afford any excuse when the party 
knows what he was doing, aad that it 
was contrary to law. 

Dr. Beard was called, but ruled out, 
and exceptions were noted. 

The Court adjourned.

The Sun has three quarters of a col- 
umn on Washington gossip this morn- 
ing, from which your correspondent 
can gain the following: As-to Sar- 
gent there is only one opinion, and 
that is that the President has determ- 
ined to take him into his Cabinet. 
Letters have been shown to-night to a 
gocd many members which strength- 
ens this belief. It was written by 
Shred, a New York Stalwart, who 
ought to know if any body does. In 
it he says that after a discussion with 
his friends, the Presiddnt has determ- 
ined to nominate Sargent, but that he is 
still undetermined whether to tender 
him the Navy or Interior Department. 
There was no difference of opinion 
among the friends of the President. It 
was fully recogoized that the appoint- 
ment would be severely critcised, but 
the President, they say, knew per- 
fectly well that a faction in the party 
was preparing to attack him whatever 
his course may be, and whether he 
nominated Sargent or not would make 
no difference.

About eighteen million feet of lum- 
ber was cnt in 1881 by the mills lying 
between Sacramento and the Summit. 
on the Central Pacific railrosd. The 
Forde Brothers cut twelve million 
feet with their three mills at Alta, 
Friend & Terry about three million 
onthe American, at Emigrant Gap, 
Corlin at Dutch Flat about two mil- 
lion, and Avery & Chion a million 
feet at Onion Valley near Emigrant 
Gap. Prices were very good. Com- 
mon lumber sold from $12 to $14, su- 
gar pine $90 to $40, clear yellow pine 
625. Vass & Greenhorn cut two mii- 
lion feet that came into Calfax, The 
Grass Valley V Flume Co. cut about 
two million feet. Towle Brothers 
have the only door aud window fac- 
tory on the west side. Their business 
is growing handsomely.’ Their logs 
come to the millon a gerrow gauge 
railroad fifteen miles long with the 
branches. They will add three miles 
in the spring and run it around into 
steep hollow. They have two locomo- 
tives and need another. They are 
preparing to cut twenty million feet 
next summer if necessary.

Their 
advantage lies in their fine forests of 
large spruce. They can furnish min- 
ing timbers and foundations for bat- 
teries, pump rods and guides, such as 
no firm this side of Oregon can touch.
